Lathrop, August X4th.—Judge David S. Terry 
was shot aud instantly killed in the Lathrop 
Hotel at Lathrop at 7:15 o'clock this momingby 
Deputy United States Marshal Nagle. 
The 
shooting occurred in the presence of about sixty 
or seventy people, and created a scene of the 
wildest excitement. The canse of the shooting 
was the well-known quarrel existiug between 
Judges Terry and Field which grew out of the 
latter rendering a decision adveise to Terry. As 
seen 
by numerous witnesses, Terry walked 
up to Judge Field in the dining-room of the 
Lathrop Hotel and slapped him twice in the 
face, whereupon Deputy Marshal Nagle, who is 
traveling w ith Field as a body-guard, drew a 
revolver and shot twice at Terry, one shot pene­ 
trating tho left breast, and producing instant 
death. 
Judge Field left Los Augelcs at 1 o'clock yes­ 
terday afternoon, and was on the way to San 
Francisco. 
Judge Terry left Fiesno for San 
Francisco early this morning, accompanied by 
his wife, and boarded the train upon which 
were Judge Field and D eiu y Marshal Nagle. 
But both parties were ignorant of the other's 
presence on the train. 
One of the proprietors of the Lathrop Hotel, 
Fred Lincoln, was aiso on tne train, and learned 
that Field and Terry were among the passen­ 
gers. The train was due at Lathrop at 7:10, 
where it stops twenty minutes for meals, 
as he 
stepp:(1 from the traiu Mr Lincoln encountered 
his partner in the hotel, Mr. StACkpo'e, and in­ 
formed him that Judges Field HUd Terry were 
on the traiu and would dine there, and to look 
out, for there might be trouble. 
Judge Field c»me into the dining-room first 
ami took a seat at one end of the table in the 
center of the room, Nagle taking a seit by his 
side. Scarcely had they given orders before 
Judge Terry entered, accompanied by his wife, 
and took seats at the extreme end of another 
table, distant about twenty-five feet lrom J u d g e 
Held. At first Terry was ignorant of Field’s 
presence, but Field had seen Terry the minute 
he entered the room, and calkd the attention 
ot his body-guard to the fact. Sarah Althea 
was the lirst to discover Field, and pointed him 
out to h -r husband. They exchanged words in 
low tones, and Mrs. Terry got up and left tlie 
dining-room. 


TROUBLE WAS EXPECTED. 
Mr. Stack pole, one of the proprietors of the 
hotel, was standing in the door and observed 
Mrs. Terry leave, and also took note of the 
threatening look which she cast upon Judge 
Field. He walked down the room to where 
Judge Terry sat, and addressing him asked why 
his wife had left the table. ‘-Judge Field is 
here ’ observed Mr b'taekiiole, ‘aud do you 
think your wife would be so indiscreet as to 
cause trouble T* 
• 
“ Why uo you ask that question ?” said Terry. 
‘ Because I do not wish to have any troubíe 
here, was the answer. 
“I ilou't kuow,” taid Judge Terry auietlv, 
and theu ne added significantly, "there m igtt 
be trouble.” 
This alarmed Mr. Steckpole, and he walked 
back lo the door determined to watch Mrs. 
ferry wiien she returned. 
No saocer had Mr. Stack pole left Judge Terrv 
than the latter arose and walked straight up 
to where Judge Field was sitting, aud without 
saying a word, slapped him in the face, and 
then repeated the blow. 
Nagle, who was sitting beside Field, sprang 
to his leet with a drawn revolver, which be 
pointed at Terry, aud fired. Terry fell heaviiv 
to the floor, and as he did so Naele fired again 
The first shot entered 'Je m 's left breast the 
second s'rue a the floor near him, plowing up 
the wood and lodging in the wall. 
As the first shot was fired Mrs. Terry had re­ 
appeared in the doorway carrying a hand t-av- 
ehng-bag 
Mr. Strckpole intercepted her, and 
with the aid of others took away the bag 
Upon examination afterward the bag was found 
to contain a pistol, which was sufficient proof 
of Mrs. Terry s motive. 
Attracted by the report of the pistol, Mrs. 
Terry looked in at tlm door, and as she saw her 
husband fall, threw lip her Bands and screamed 
w ild.y: 
"He lias killed him ! 
He is m ur­ 
dered ! ’ 
CAUSED A PANIC. 
When the shooting occurred a panic seized 
the people in the dinrng-room and seventy peo­ 
ple crowded out in a heap. 
A wild excitement 
ensued, but Marshal Nagle was the coolest one 
ot all. 'Ihe crowd gathered about him. Still 
holding the pistol in tis bsnd he turned to the 
crowd and said: "I am a United states Mar­ 
shal m the discharge of my duty. Do not 
touch me.” Ih e crowd fell back and Na«le 
said to Judge Field: “Come on.” Field aiose 
and the two left the table, proeeiding direc lv 
to the Tar and seating themselves. 
Field was very rervous and white S3 a sheet 
but he saidjiota word, keeping his lips tinhtlv 
compressed. 
' 
Judge Terry's body was carried into an ante­ 
room aDd a sheet spread over him. He bled 
very little. 
M rs. Terry clung to the body, giving away to 
passionate outbursts of grief. 
Constable Walker of I.athrop arrived on Ihe 
scene shortly afttr the shooting. 
"Are you a Constable?” demanded Mrs. Terrv 
"Yes,’ was the answer. 
"Then arrest that man—arrest Judge Field 
He was the cause of it. Arrest him as an acces­ 
sory lo ihe murder of my husband.” 
\\ alker boarded the train just as it was pull­ 
ing out and immediately placed Nagle under 
arrest. But in order to avoid as much excite­ 
ment as possible he procteded with the pris­ 
oner ou the train as far south as Tracy. He 
then procured a carriage and drove with Nagle 
M¡>t°ckton, putting the prisoner in the County 


NAM.K COW.. 
Nagle was very quiet and sell-possessed and 
declined to talkofthe affair. He readiiy yielded 
up his pistol to Constable Walker. The weapon 
was a large H caliber Colt's. 
l\ hen Walker returned to Lathrop he was 
asked by Mrs Terry if he had arrested Judge 
Field. He replied; "No; I have no authority 
to arrest him. 
“I ordered you to arrest him!" shrieked Mrs. 
Terry. “ He was to blame. Thar other fellow 
was only his tool. Y'ou have arrested the serv­ 
ant aud allowed the master to go free.” 
She indulged in loud lamentation, butpres- 
enilv recovered herself and asked: 
“ Did you search Field for a weapon?” 
"No,” replied the Constable. 
"Why didn’t you? I told vou to. He was 
armed aud would have shot mv husband - be- 
sid“, you want Field for a witness.” 
"He will be here in lime,” replied the Con­ 
stable. 
But Mrs. Terry said she knew better; that the 
San Iraneiseo officers would do nothing with 
Judge Field. 
Deputy Coroner Barrett went to the scene of 
the shooting as soon as possible and took charge 
of the remains, w hich he had conveyed to 
S:ockton on the noon train, where the inquest 
will be held at 8 o'clock this evening. 
The Di-trict Attorney of San Joaquin county 
came to Lathrop ou the 11 o’clock train and 
served a number of subpenas on witnesses. 


EYE-W ITNESSES. 


T erry W as D elib e rate, an d W as In te n t 
on Shedding B lood. 


S an F rancisco, August 14th.—A m ong the pas­ 
sengers on the train w hen it arrived ilie ic was 
a decided reticen ce, c o t as to particulars o f 
the all ray, but as lo givin g th eir nam es, nearly 
a il of them pretesting that th ev had no desire to 
appear as w itnesses in a m urder trial 
< )ne gen­ 
tlem an, w ho w os an eye-w itness of th e w hole 
aflair, gave th e follow ing account o f the tragedy 
“ F.arly this morning I boarded 
the 
Los 
Angeles express ai Fresio. 
Waiting on the 
platform for the train to arrive were Judge 
ferry and his wife, 1 thought nothing ot the 
matter at the time, as the Sharon suit aud other 
matters frequently called the Judgix trom his 
country tom e Li this ritv. Upon boarding the 
train I immediately retired to mv sieeper, and 
did cot arise- until we 
were' a rpreaching 
Lathiop. 1 pon descending from the car. I en­ 
tered the dining-room, Rnd the first perron I 
noticed was Justice Field, with a gentleman sit­ 
ting at the table on each side of him. These I 
afterward learned, were Deputy United States 
Marshals. My mind instantly revered to Terrv 
and 1 took a seat w here I could watcu Judge 
Field and his parly. My breakfast h- d just 
been served, when 1 heard an altercation in the 
naiiway outside of the dining-room 
door 
and I casually 
looked that 
way, 
believ­ 
ing it 
might 
be 
a 
momentary 
dispute 
between 
the 
cashier 
and 
one' 
of 
the 
pa*si tigers. When I ,coked over to the table 
occupied by Justice Fie’d again I was surprised 
to sec Judge Terry stand over him. As I looked 
Terrv struck Ju.-tice Field over the head with 
his clenched fist. Immediately one of the men 
sitting with the Justice jnmced np aud cried 
authoritatively, -Slop tbal !' Terry paid no 
heed to the command, and immediately struck 
the lustice asain, when the man who had called 
him to stop drew a large pis o l and fired twice. 
Terrv fel. to the floor, and the larger portion of 
, ' fifty persons iu the room made a mad break 
for the door. Soon after thev r< turned. Mrs 
Terry being one of the lir t to enter 
She 
seemed almo-t crazed, and talked incoherently 
i K ve^ 'e' threatening to kill Justice Eield ou 
sight 
Meantime the latter and the man who 
did the shooting had left the dining-room. I 
immediately w-nt back to the tram , and re­ 
mained there until we pulled out of the place. 
The last I saw of Terry he was Iving on the 
floor tn the dinmi-room. Justice Field came to 
ban Francisco on the train, but I did not again 
see the person who did the shooting.” 
S. A. Drummond, editor of the Antelope Val- 
jij- Times, was also au eye-witness, but his ac­ 


count of the tragedy does not differ from the 
above. 


JU D G E F IE L D TALKS. 


H e B elieves T h at T erry In ten d e d to M ur­ 
d e r H im O u trig h t. 
Sax Francisco, August 14th-O akland Tier 
was crow,'ed with people awaiting the arrival 
of the traiu iron Lathrop, as Judge Field was 
known to be ou Tram 18, arnviug from the 
scene of the shooting. He wa* met at the Six­ 
teenth-street station by Captain Ia -c s and United 
States Marshal F’ranks. on err iving at the pier 
he was immediately placed in a hack and 
driven on board the boat. The hack was at 
once surrounded by an eager throng. Justice 
Field plainly showed his nervousness, but 
tailred freely, and received the congratulatioi s 
ot many persons on his narrow escape. His 
ride from the scene of the trouble had not re­ 
moved the exciiemeut that he was laboring un­ 
der. To the many questions addressed to him 
he calmly replied. His account of the shooting 
Is as follows: 
“1 entered the dining room of the hotel in 
company with United Slates Deputy Marshal 
Nagle. I was aware that Terry and his wife 
were on the train, as they had boarded it at 
Fresno. 1 believe that the whole affair was 
premeditated, and I base mv opinion on the 
tact that the plan, as outlined, was for Terrv to 
adtauee toward me while sealed, grossly'iu- 
sult me and. as my nervous temperament would 
not allow me to remain auiet after what he 
might say to me, I would have resented it aud 
this would have been the opening for Terrv to 
have deliberately killed me instantly. When 
Terry advanced and got close enough to me I 
was slapped in the iaee. Marshal Nagle re­ 
monstrated, saying, 'Mop’ stop!’ but the com­ 
mand was unheeded, and he struck me a sec­ 
ond blow. Immediately following the second 
slap the pistol was discharged and lerrv iell 
back. 1 asked for my hat and at once left the 
hotel for ihe train. The shooting was quicklv 
done." 
. 
Justice Field was driven direct to the Palace 
Hotel in company with Captain Lees and De­ 
tective Coffey. When he stepped out of the 
carriage he was smiling pleasantly, and from 
the expression of hLs face one would have little 
thought that he had re ^ n tlv been connected 
with such a sensational atlair. 
He walked 
firmly to the elevator, exhibiting no nervous­ 
ness whatever, and in company with a number 
of friends, iue.uding Judge Mesick, Chief Coiner 
Gorham and John P. Irish, ascended to his 
room. Mrs. Field heard the news very compos­ 
edly, and if she felt any excitement, did not be­ 
tray it. 
THREATS AGAINST TH E JUSTICE. 
Alter Justice Field's arrival at the Palace 
Hotel he gave the following facts ior nubiica- 
tion: 
During Judge Terry’s confinement in the Ala­ 
meda Jail he threatened 11 pon his release to 
kill both Justice Field and Judge Fawyer. Prior 
to being committed for contempt of Court. Mrs. 
Terry, in his presence, bad made an assault on 
Judge sawyer, ou the Los Angeles train. His 
friends and enemies at that time believed that 
had Sawyer reseated the insult Terry would 
have killed him. 
Terry's threats nmde during 
his imprisonment and after his release reached 
the ears of Judge Field’s colleagues, and were, 
also, made known to the Department of Justice 
in Washington. 
Mr. Miller, the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral of the United States, as the superior officer 
ol the United States Marshal in California, or­ 
dered Marshal Franks lo lake whatever means 
were necessary to protect the persons of Justice 
Field aud Judge Sawyer from any attack by 
Terrv. 
’ 
FIELD NOT ARMED. 
On his arrival in California to hold Court in 
this part ot liis circuit, Justice Field objected to 
being put under the prctcciion of the Marshal's 
office 
When asked if he intended carrying arms to 
defend himself, he said "No, I do not and will 
not carry arms, because when it is known that 
the Judges of our Courts are compelled to arm 
themselves lor defense against assault in conse­ 
quence of their judicial action, it will be time 
to dissolve the Courts, consider government a 
failure and let society lapse into barbarism.” 
Against this objection lo protection. Franks de­ 
clared himself subject to Attorney General Mil­ 
ler's orders, ar.d c.epur'zed Mr. Nagle to keep 
w ithin reach of Justice Field, ready to earn­ 
out the oideis of that gentleman. 
' 
Justice Field presided in the Federal Court at 
Los ADgeles until noon ou Tuesday, and then 
took the 1:80 train for San Francisco." Mr, Nagle 
occupiei a section opposite to him, in the Pull­ 
man ear. 
P Some time late last night Judge Field licatd 
Nagle n il ring, and upon being spoken to Nagle 
said that Terry and his wife nad boarded the 
train at Fresno, and had taken seats in the m-xt 
car. On ihe arrival of the train at Lathrop at 
about 7 o’ciol k this morning Justice F'ield. hav­ 
ing completed his toilet, left the car to get fire k- 
fast in the public dining room. 
He took his 
seat near the head of the second table from the 
entrance, Mr. N'ag'e taking a seat near at hand. 
While Field was eating Terrv and his wile 
entered the room. 
As they both glanced at 
Field, apparently locating him. Mrs. Terry re­ 
turned to the car, as it was subsequently a-cer- 
tsiued for the purpose of securing her notorious 
satchel. 
Terry took a seat alone at another table, and 
in about live minutes arose, and apnroaching 
Justice Fie d from behind, struck bim'with half­ 
closed hand Id the face. Nagle jum p to his feet 
and commanded Tetry to stop. 
But Teirv 
stepped back a half pace, clenched his fist bard 
and aimed a blow at Field, who w as rising f.om 
his seat, half-facing him. Before the blow fell 
Nagle fired, the ball entering Terry's heart 
As he was falling to the floor Nagle’s second 
shot pierced his head. 
Justice Field finished 
his collVe, paid for his break fa-1 and re-entered 
his car. 


A T STOCKTON? 


T l;e B ody si t th e M orgue—M rs. T errv 
F ran- ic—N agle's A u th o rity . 


St o c k t o n , August 14th —Terrv's body was 
brought here at noon to-day by ihe Coroner and 
taken to the Morgue. Mrs. Terry remained 
with the body, ana rode in an express wagon 
w ith it to the Morgue. She was in great distress, 
and denounced it as the unprovoked murder of 
au unarmed man. Ih e Inquest will be held to­ 
night. 
Deputy Marshal Nagle was brought to the jail 
at 10:30 by Constable Walker of Lathrop, who 
purposely went with him to Tracy and there 
took a buggy for Stockton lo avoid the crowd. 
Mr. Nagle refused to be interviewed, and said: 
"I simpiy did my duty as an officer.” He has 
engaged local attorneys, and gave orders to the 
jailer to allow no one to see him. 


NAGLE’S A U TnO R lT Y . 
The news of the killing of Judge Terry pro­ 
duced intense excitement here, where i he'Judge 
resided for many years. Several of his friends 
went to L&thtop, accompanied the remains to 
this city, and offered consolation to Mrs. Terry» 
At 10 o’clock Constable Walker arrived in town 
with Nag e in a carriage, and placed him in 
jail. Nagle bad been extremely reticent with 
the official, and w as nc u-cummiltal iu regard to 
the shouting. 
He took things quite coolly, and when locked 
in a cell asked that a lawyer be sent to him, 
which request was complied with. He then re­ 
quested the jail officials to admit nobody 10 see 
him. A representative of the Call applied at 
the jail, hilt Nagle sent out word that he had no 
statemeut to make, aud declined to be inter­ 
viewed. 
During the afternoon Nagle was visited by W. 
M. Gibson, Deputy District Attorney of San Joa­ 
quin county. He declined to talk to the officer, 
biiChunde the statement that he shot Terry bv 
authority of the United States Supreme Court. 
About half-pasi 8 o'clock this afternoon United 
States Marshal Franks, with whom Terry had 
his struggle in the Court room, which lead to 
his incarceration in the Alameda jail, aud 
Deputy United States District Attorney McP.ke 
arrived iu ttockton on a special train from San 
F'rancisco, to be presen. at the inquest. 
A BLUSTERING OFFICIAL. 
The District Attorney o ' San Joaquin county 
stat< s that he will certainly have a warrant 
issued for ihe arrert of Judge Field, as accessory 
to the crime. When asked what he thought o'f 
the statement tliHt Justice Field advised Franks 
to take Nagle from the San Joaquin county 
authorities and hold him until a warrant was 
issued, the District Attorney replied that if 
Marshal Franks or Justice riei'ds or anyone else 
had attempted to take Nagle from the arrest­ 
ing officer he would have found that he had a 
pretty big contract on hand. 
A warrant was 
not necessary to arrest a person who has com­ 
mitted a felony. 


MRS 
TER R Y 'S VERSION. 


Slio Saya It W as a P re m e d ita te d M u rd er 
o f H e r H usb an d . 


S t o c k t o n . August 14th.—Mrs. Terry stated to 
a reporter this evening that when she left the 
dining-room she supposed her husband would 
follow, but he did not, so she thought she would 
go to the train lo get her husband’s pi-tol, 
which she had taken from him before entering 
the d in iD g room. 
When she returned herhus- 
band was lying on tho floor, and a crowd fa th ­ 
ered around. 
She said: “ I want you to hold Field here as 
a witness. The Marshal was paid by bun to 
assa‘sina:e Judge Terry.” 
Mrs. Terrv says her husband never intended 
todo anything oilier than slap Judge F'ield. 
She ne- er alloaed her husband to carry a pistoi 
o ra knife for tear he might get into trouble. 
She always took h.s arms and carried them. 
Mrs. Ttrry a*.id that lor several days people had 
been asking when Judge Terry was going tq San 
F'rar.cisco, aud she suspected some job was be­ 
ing put up to murder him 
She said herself 
and husband intended slartirg for San Fran­ 
cisco a day earlier, but waited a dav in order te 
avoid meeting Judge Fic d on the train, as they 
were iufcrmed he would be traveling to San 
F'rancisco on Tuesday. 
Mrs. Terry then inveighed bitterly against 
Justice F'ield, denouncing bim in strong terms. 
As before stated, the shooting has created con’ 
siaerable cxc.foment iu Stockton, and public 
opinion generally upholds Nagle. 


Lathrop Hotel, testified that Judge Field and 
Marshal Nagle entered the dining-room and 
took a seat. Shortly afterward Mr. Lincoln en­ 
tered, escorting Judge Terry and wife. They 
passed close by and to the front of the table 
where F'ield was sluing. Mrs. Terry turned back 
and went out of the room while Judge Terry took 
a seat at atable about tv, eutv five feet distant 
from Field. 
In about five minutes Terrv arose from his 
seat aud walked over to the table where Field 
was .sitting. 
Ho stood at the right of Field’s chair, and 
witness saw him pass his hand overthe leli side 
ol F'ield’s fac?, as if giving him a tap or brush. 
Nagle was sitting at the r.ght of Fiel 1, and 
wheu Terry touched Field, Nagle immediately 
arose from his seat and. turning, shot at Terrv. 
Two shots were fired in qniek succession. arid 
Terry fell to the floor. 
TERRY UNARMED. 
Deputy Coroner Barrett testified that he 
searched the body of Terry thoroughly, but 
found no firearms 
T. YV. Stackpole testified that he was standing 
at the dining-room door, and shook hands with 
Field. 
He saw Mr. and Mrs. Terry enter the 
room, and when Mrs. Terry went to leave the 
room he asked where she was going. 
She lo'd 
him it wat no business of his. 
Mr. Stackpole 
then went to the table where Terry sat and 
asked him if he thought his wile would be so 
indiscreet ss to go and get a pistol and cause 
trouble. Terry asked why. 
Witness replied 
that Justice Field was there. Terry appeared 
qjjile surprised to hear this, and said: ".-he 
might cause trouble: you had belter w ¡itch her. 
Don't let her enter if she get* a pi-tol. ' Witness 
then went back to the door to watch for M rs. 
Terry, but before she arrived the shooting had 
taken place. 
Stackpoie's account of the shooting substan­ 
tiated that of other witnesses. 
Constable Walker, of Lathrop, identified the 
pistol which he found ou Nagle wheu arrested, 
lie te stifled that the pistol was a 45-caliber 
Colt's. When witness took the pistol from Na 
gle two chambers next to the hammer were 
empty, but he could not Iell whether the cham ­ 
ber under the hammer was loaded. 
Fred Holt, who bad been summonrd as a wit­ 
ness. was absetiL The D.strict Attorney stated 
that Holt was an important w itness and ordered 
au adjournment, but it was decided to dispense 
with Holt’s testimony. L is reported Holt made 
the statement to several persons that he saw 
F'ield fire a shot at Terry. 
The case was then submitted to the jury. 
THE VERDICT. 
A verdict was relumed simply that the de­ 
ceased came to his death from a g’uushot wound 
inflicted by a weapon in the hand of one David 
Nagle. 


TO B E B U R IE D IN STOCKTON. 


F u n e ra l T o -m o rro w —M rs. T erry B eside 
H erse lf w ith G rief. 


St o c k t o n . August llth .—Arrangements have 
been made lor the funeral of Judge Terry. It 
will be held on F'riday. 
The remains w,U be iuterred in the Rural 
Cemetery in this city, where the Terrvs have a 
family lot, and were lie the remains of the first 
wife and two sons of Judge Terry. 
Mrs. Tetri' is beside herself witli grief, and 
takes on fearfully. She eanuot be induced to 
leave the remains, and says she will stav all 
night. She continues her wild lamentations, 
aud applies endearing terms to her dead hus­ 
band, and approbious epithets to those the con 
aiders responsible for hLs death.

AT T H E INQUEST. 


T erry W as U n arm ed —Shot T h ro u g h ih e 
H e art an d L iver. 
Stockton, August I4th.—An inquest on the 
body of Judge Terry was held In the Superior 
Conrt-room at 8 o clock this evening. The jury, 
w hich had been summoned, viewed the remains 
at the Morgue at 4 o’clock this afternoon and 
the autopsy had been held by Drs. Gilsca and 
Bulson. 
At the inquest the physicians fortified that 
the bullet had entered the left breast near the 
nipple, passing through the heart and liver and 
lodging iu the spine. Tho general direction of 
bullet was downward and backward. 
The 
physicians also testified that they found an 
abrasion on the left ear. The face of deceased 
was pTwder-marked.

A R u m p u s ill C ourt O ver th e N otorious 
S haron Case. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , August 14tli.—The beginning 
of the trouble between Justice Field aud the 
Terry* r ecurred here September 3 ,1888, wheu 
the former rendered a decision declaring the so- 
called m uriago contract between Sarah Althea 
Hill and William Sharon null and void. Ar 
that time a tcene took place in the Court-ioom 
of the United States Circuit Court which was 
almost without paraüe'. 
A hush came over the room when flic four 
Judges came in and took their scats under tire 
canopy. Judge Field immediate y bs gan iu a 
low and dis im t tone to read the decision. 
Mr. and Mrs. Terry leaned forward and lis­ 
tened with the utmost attention. She, however, 
was the center of all eyes in the conrt-room, 
and there seemed to be a kind of presentiment 
hanging over all that fomcthing extraordinary 
was going to happen. 
* 
Mrs. Terry listened for fully fifteen roinut s 
without a change of Countenance, or the slight­ 
est indication of auy dissatisfaction on her part. 
But finally, when the'Judge’s language began 
to indicate that the decision was going against 
her, she moved restlessly in her chair, heaved a 
deep srgh and was apparently endeavoring to 
compose herself. It was evident, though, that 
she was not equal to the task. The tears started 
to her eyes several times, and then Judge Terry 
whispered something to her which seemed to 
esse her somewhat, aud she once more settled 
down to listen attentively. 
MRS. TERRY IN TERR I RTS THE COURT. 
Judge F'ield had just reached the point in his 
remarks where the necessity of cancelling and 
destroying such a marriage contract as that 
possessed by Mrs Terry was suggested, when 
she jumped to her leet and with flashiug eyes 
said lo ibe Supreme Justice : 
"Judge F'ield. do you intend to take the re­ 
sponsibility of ordering me to surrender mv 
coutraci ?" 
" Sit down, madam,” was Justice Field's per­ 
emptory order. 
Judge Terry took hold cf hi3 wife’s arm and 
bade her keep cool and resume her seat. 
" I will speak,” she cried, breaking awav 
from her husband. Then, turning to Judge 
F'ield, she scream ed: 
"Judge F'ield. you have been bought! How 
much have they paid yon ?” 
" Marshal, take that woman out of the room,” 
ordered the Judge with a wave of his hand. 
In a moment everything was confusion. The 
Marshal ru-hed toward the now’ thoroughly in- 
furia’ed woman to cariy out the order of the 
Court, when he was confronted by the massive 
form of Judge Terry. 
"D on’t put jo u r hand on her,” hissed the 
latter through his clenehed leeth. "Do vou 
hear ?” 
F o ra moment Marshal Franks hesitated. 
Then he darted part the Judge and seized Mrs. 
Terry in bis arms. Terry started after him. but 
before he had taken three steps he was seized 
on all sides by Deputy Marsnals. la* vers aud 
miscellaneous spectators 
The first one to ap- 
proaen him received 
Ihe 
furions Judge's 
clinched flit full in tie face and was staggered 
The next instant, though, the crowd had Terry 
on the floor, he all the time fighting like a mad­ 
man. He was picked up and carried bodily out 
of the Court room, but as scon as the corridor 
was reached he seemed to be gifted with the 
strength of a dozen men, lor he shook off his 
assailants like so many rats. 
TERRV DRAWS A KNIFE. 
The next insfont Terry whipped out a dagger 
about seven inches long ana started in the di­ 
rect ion of the -Marshal’s office, where Mrs 
Terry had besn carried a ierv minutes before by 
Marshal Franks. 
The crowd which had followed them out evi­ 
dently mistook I he knife for a rcrolver, and 
well;knowing Terry's familiarity with that 
weapou, stampeded, yelling like ¿ lot of c r a z v 
people. 
' 
Terry was simply boiling over with rage, and 
trembled like a leaf. Wllh the knife upraised, 
be rushed into the Marshal’s quarters, cry ing 
out that he would m ake miuce-meat of the per 
son who la id violent hands upon his wi'e. ‘ He 
had not gone far. however, before live or s ix r e ­ 
volvers were r taring him in the face, being in 
the hands of the Marshal aD d his deputies. But 
this only seemed to anger him the more, for he 
rsged and fumed like an infuriated liou and 
dared them to shoot. 
He was seized upon by lire deputies and. after 
a terrible struggle, the weapon was finally 
wrenched from his hand. 
He was then carried into one of the Marshal's 
rooms and locked up, while his wife was put 
into another room. For some time after Mrs. 
Terry’s voice could be heard crying out in the 
room that Judge Field had been bought and 
was a monster, a devil, etc. 
As soon as quiet could be restored in the 
Court-room Judge F'ield resumed bis reading of 
the dec sion without the least show of excite­ 
ment. and read continuously for over au hour 
afterward. Upon concluding he and his asso­ 
ciate: fort the bench, to the surprise of every 
one, without making auy order whatever in the 
way of citing the Terrys to appear for contempt 
or suggesting anything iu the wav of punish­ 
ment. 
• 
Mrs. Terry’s bag, which was before her when 
she came to address Judge Field, was, upon be­ 
ing opened, found to contain a revolver, evcrv 
chamber of which was loaded. 


DAVID S. TERRY . 


SkeU4i o f H is Life an d B lood-T liirsty 
C areer. 
David S. Terry was born in Todd county, Kv„ 
on Maich 8,18*23. He was, consequently,*at ihe 
rime ot his death sixty-six years old. He was of 
Scotch-Irish extraction, his ancestors having 
migrated many generations ago fr. in Scotland 
ana Ireland to the State of Y'irginia. He was of 
massive Irnme and great endurance, and, 1 ke 
all his ancestors, famous for his courage aud 
high tem rer. 
One of the Terrvs (Nat i was a 
Colonel iu the Revolutionary YVar. He was 
taken prisoner by the British and was confined 
for a long time at ( bar estou. After being ex­ 
changed he r joined the arrnv and fought in 
many battles, being (inaliv a prominent figure 
at the Sitge of Yorktown. David Smith. Judge 
Terry's maternal grandfather, was also a Rev­ 
olutionary hero. 
Judge Terry's father was a 
cotton-planter in Kentucky. He afterward lived 
in Mississippi and finally went to Texas before 
the acquisition ol that vast empire bv the United 
States, where he died iu 1835. His: wife died a 
year latter. 
Judge Terry wa« then thirteen 
years old. 
Being left without a guardian or 
counselor, except a brother two years older than 
himself, Terry grew up to suit himself. 'H e 
associated with men, counted himself a man 
and played a m au's part in the struggle which 
secured the independence of Texas. He at­ 
tended school when he felt like it, hut never 
obtained what might be called a good common 
school t ducaiion. As he afterward said himself 
be acquired all his knowledge from reading 
books while a soldier on the frontier. 
FROM WAR TO LAW. 
Terry served in the Texan arrnv under Sam 
Houston, taking part in the battle of San 
Jacinto. When Texan independence had been 
achieved, he commerced the study of law at 
Houston, and was there admitted to the bar 
When war opened between the United States 
and Mexico, he was one of the first to enlist • 
he was with Taylor at Monterey. 
In 1849 he led a company of Texans tcross 
tne plains ro California having, en route two 
fights with Indians, who killed on lv o n eo fliis 
men, an'] who were made to deeply lament 
having formed his acquaintance. His first pur­ 


suit in California was mining in Calaveras 1 
county; this r e followed for a few months onlv, ! 
and, before the annus mirabUU had passed into [ 
history, he was in active law practice at Stock­ 
ton. 
Judge Terrv- always bad a taste for polities, * 
and he has dabbled iu them more or less all his 
life. 
In 1S5T he ivas defeated for’Mayor of Si-vktrm 
by Samuel Purdy, who afterward became Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor. In the same year he formed a 
law partnership with D. YV. Herlev. which con­ 
tinued until 1855. In the fall of the latter year 
be was elected, on the Native American ticket, 
a Justice o f the Supreme Court tor the sli -rt 
term—¡our years -HnghO. Murray being elected 
at the same time, by the same party, Supreme 
Court Justice for the long term—six vears. 
He 
took his seat or. the Supu me bench in January . 
1856. His decisions are rejor cd iu Volumes V 
to XIV, inclusive, ot the California Reports. 
They ate terse, logical and generally s und. 
A strong State's rights opinion of his will bo 
found in Volume IX—Warner vs The Steamer 
UncleSam. On the death ot i hiet Justice Mur­ 
ray. which occur red on September 18, 1857 
Judge Terry became Chief Justice. 


TH E VIGILAN. K COMMITTEE EPISODE. 
• 
An extraordinary adventure marked the first 
year ot'his judicial tenure. It w as die year of 
the great Vigilance Committee. He was un 
optu foe to that organization, and I elfoved 
it should be suppressed by the military power ot 
the state and nation. Governor J. Neelv John­ 
son, by proclamation, declared the eiiy ofs'an 
Francisco iu a state of insurrection but was 
overwhelmed by the force of adverse public 
opinion all through the State, llis applications 
to General Wool and to President l'ierce for 
Federal military aid to disperse the committee 
were deuied. Some State aims had been shir n d 
from Sacramento on a schoonc r to be used by 
State troops iu San Francisco, but a party or Vigi­ 
lantes under J. I,. Durkee oi San F'taueiaeo 3eized 
the vessel in the s raft between San Pablo aud 
San Francisco bays. Tiro committee, in inves­ 
tigating thus shipment ot arms, desired to lake 
llie evidence of a man named Reuben Maloney 
who was believed to know all about it ami 
who, being a strong enemy of the committee 
refused to attend aud testify. 


TERRY STARS ItO rK IN .s. 
It was decided by the Vigilantes to take him 
by force, aud S. A. Hopkins. Vigilance Sergeant 
m d two men were called tor tUat purpose’ 
't hey lound Maloney 4 n a room over Palmer" 
Cook <& Co.’s bank, with Judge Terry, Captain 
Ashe aud a number of friends. Terrv told Hop­ 
kins that he would not permit the arrest to bc 
made iu his presence, flopkin, then retired 
or reinforcements. Returning, he met Maloney 
accompanied by Terry and a number ofirieuds 
proceeding to the state Armory, all being armed 
with guns. Hopkins attempted to arre»! Ma- 
I-.ccy uud w as resi*ted by Terry aud the others. 
Hopkins grabbed the Judge sgun end aftemi ted 
Intake it away from him. A struggle ensued 
during which Te ry drew a kniie und stabbed 
Hops ins iu the i eek 
inflicting « frightful 
wound. Several shots were fired und a general 
scrimmage :esu ted. Terry, Mafonov and the 
others truaiiy escaped from the Vigilantes and 
took refuge in the armory. An* alarm was 
sounded anil the Vigilan es from all parts of the 
city sprang to arms. Large numbews of them 
assembled in front of tho armory and sent in a 
message addressed to Captain E. P. .< she, oom- 
mandfng, giving him ten minutes in which to 
surrender Terry, Maloney, Phillip* ard the 
others who look part iu the affrav. 
Captain Ashe returned answer'that if assured 
that Terry and Maloney would be protected be 
would surrender them, adding thru Phillips was 
notin the armory. The Vigilante loarles prom­ 
ised to protect :hc prisoners from violence, and 
with ferry’s consent- he was surrendered. He 
was at once locked up in "Fort Gunuybags ” 
aud held a prisoner for some weeks. He under­ 
went a long trial, acting as his own atlornev, 
and was finally released. 
In lire meantime 
Hopkins recovered. Members of the Vigilance 
Committee assert to this day that they believe if 
liopkrns had died 
Terry would have been 
hanged. As it was there w ere many wln> urged 
his execution any how. While Ju.ige Terry wr.s • 
iu confinement, the Texas Legislature adopted 
a memorial to Congress asking that body to in- ' 
tortero in iris behalf. M. M. McAllister, Judge ! 
of the United States Circuit Court, refuted to i 
issue a writ of babea, eotptis lor the prisoner j 
being ••unwilling to provoke the animosity of ' 
tne peop'e.” 


TH E DUEL W ITH BRODERICK. 
The California Democracy, which up to the ! 
year 1859 had always been violently disturbed ' 
by faction, in that year split absolutely in two ¡ 
David C. Broderick led the Douglas'or anti- I 
Lceompton wing, while David S. Terrv was a ' 
warm supporter of the adminis ¡atiouo'f I‘r. si- 1 
dent Buchanan. On the 24th of June, 1857, in a 1 
political speech before the Administration - tate 
Convention at Sacrnmet to, Judge lerrv, then 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, alluded to 
the OPPOS'Dg wing of tbe party as "a miserable 
remuant ol a faction sailing under ialse colors, 
trying to obtain votes under false pretenses.” 
"They have uo distinction." he proceeded, 
“They are entit ed to none. They are the fol­ 
lowers of one ma —the persona: chat! is of a 
single individual whom they are ashamed of. 
They belong, body and soul, to David C. Brod­ 
erick 
They are yei ashamed to acknowledge 
jheir master, and are calling themsc-lves. for­ 
sooth, Douglas Democrats,” etc. 
The words quoted gave offense to Broderick, 
who, when he read them the next morning at 
the breakfast table of his hotel in S u Francisco, 
remarked that he “had considered and spoken 
oi Judge Terry as the only honest man ou the 
Supreme Bench, but he look it back. ’ This was 
said iu angry tones, addressed to a Irieml sitting 
by him, but was heard by D. YV. Herlev, Judge 
T erry’s former law partner, who was at the 
table, and who, after informing Broderick thus 
he would call him to account for the words 
used, left the roo n. The samo dav Herlej' scut 
a hostile note to the Senator, who replied tfiat 
“he could not, at the present time, afford to de­ 
scend to a violation of the Constitution and the 
State laws.” He said further. "If compelled . 
to accept a challenge it could onlv be with a I 
gentleman holding a Position equally elevated ’> 
a ii resp nsibto: and there are no circumstances 
whi; h could induce me even to do this during | 
the pendency of the present canvass." 
On the daj’ afu r tire election Judge Terry re- '• 
signed his seat on the Fupreme Bench, repaired I 
to San Francisco and sent a note to Brod*>rick 
demanding a retraction ol the words given ‘ 
above. 
Broderick asked that he set forth the Ian- I 
gnage objected to. This was do- e. Broderick I 
then w rite the words as ho remembered them, I 
but substantially as he had been reported, made ’ 
no retraetion, and added that Judge Terry could 
decide whether the language was offensive. 
Judge Terry thereupon sent through Calhoun | 
Benham a peremptory ea I to the "field of 
honor.” It was accepted, the duel was fought. ! 
Broderick was m ona!l\ wounded at the first 
fire and died threedays later. His death opened , 
a mighty gulf between the Northern and couth- 
ern wings of the Democracy in California. 
Y'olumes have been written about this famous I 
duel, at-d tor many yesrs its details were used I 
to lan the hate that prevailed between the Gwiu ) 
and Broderick factions. 
After one or two tar.dal trials on a charge of I 
m urder he was acquitted, at:d a lew years later, I 
in lire State Senate, the Judge who discharged 
him was impeached.

In 3862 Judge Terry went to the Southern 
States, passing through SFexico, and joined the ; 
Confederate army, after serving awhile on the ' 
start' of General Bragg he organized a regiment ■ 
in T-xas, which he commanded iu scv. ral 
battles. At th e close ot the Avar he commanded 
abrigado, a separate command. A brother of 
Judge Terry, Colonel Terry of the Texas Paup­ 
ers, was killed at Gieeu river. 
YVhcn the w ar c’o ed he went to Mexico. 
Maximilian offered him a high military com­ 
mand. which he declined, and devoted himself I 
to cotton-raising for two years, but with no sue- i 
cess. Then, In 1869, he returned to California j 
After a short stay at YVhite Fine, Nev.. he set- 
tied down, iu 1870, in his old town, StocSteu. 
¡ 
He was a member of the last Constitutional 
Convention, serving as Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on tbe Legislative Department, and as a* 
member of tbe Committee on Jifoieiarv. He ivas ' 
authorof the clause declaring the responsibility \ 
oi tan k directors to depositors. Ho took the 1 
stump in support of the uow Constitution; de- I 
clined a nomination tor Supreme Judge ou the ' 
ticket ol the New Constitnrion party. * 
He was a candidate for HresidentU] Elector 
ou the I emocraetic ticket in 1S.-0, and was the ' 
only nominee on the ticket defeated, the vote 1 
being close, and he faRiog behind, owinr. it is 
supposed, to bis name being scratched bv old 
friends of Broderick. 
since this time Terry has taken little interest i 
in po'irics. He was a member of the Stockton ¡ 
Convention, but has generally confined himself 
to his law practice. In 1852 he married Miss 
Cornelia Runnels, a niece of Hiram Ruunnels, 
an early Governor of Mississippi. 
She died 
some jears ago. leaving one sou, who died at 
Stockton in April, 1885. 
Judge Terry's connection with the Sharon 
litigation is well known to the public. He first 
became an attorney for Sarah Althea Hill, the 
alleged wife of Sharon, and after winuing her i 
case in the lower Court and the death of Will- ‘ 
iam Sharon, he married her. The date of this , 
marriage was January 7 ,1SS6.

[F'rom the Bofton Herald, j 
It has been rumored frequently since the 
telephone went into operation that it 
could be used for transmitting the sermons 
and the church services on Sunday to the 
homes of those who could not attend Sun­ 
day worship, or were too lazy to put forth 
the necessary exertion; hut it ha- been felt 
that there was more poetry than truth in 
any such device. 
Lt is now -tatcd by a 
correspondent of the London -S-.riJard 
that the South of England Telephone 
Company has been able to convey to in­ 
valids, to doctors a id chemists' as ?s'.:ints 
on duty, to people live miles distance from 
church and to large numbers of private 
residences in various parts of an English 
town, the whole of the church servire Sun­ 
day morning aud evening, so that the or­ 
gan voluntaries, the singing, the reading 
and the sermon were clearly transmitted. 
Sixteen wires w.ra'ci nnected with a single 
church, and the preacher was satisfactorily 
heard in as many different places. 
The 
success of this experiment has already 
been such that wires are being iaid to the 
homes of subscribers in various adjoining 
English towns, who will thus he able to 
participate iu religious worship at a dis­ 
tance. The success of this experiment 
will undoubtedly cause its repetition in all 
parts of England, and it will be a great 
boon to all who are debarred from joining 
in Christian worship) with their bodily 
presence. 
But, while it will work for the conveni­ 
ence of those who suffer from inability to 
attend church, it will also work for the 
convenience of those who like a good ex­ 
cuse for not being present at the Center of 
worship. 
The head of a household can 
listen at the telephone recei\Ter, and be­ 
come the agent of the differc-nt members of 
the family, giving in substance what comes 
to him in detail, so that in this lut-y age 
the different members of ihe household can 
keep up their engagements, and still have 
the credit of attending worship, if not its 
full enjoyment. Then, again, with so good 
an excuse fur not attending puf lie worship, 
it is likely there will he a falling off'where 
these telephone arrangements are provided. 
Who Yvoiild care to go to the trouble of 
attending chin eh on a rainy morning When 
he could have the full benefit of t'ue s e r ­ 
vice by sitting at home and listening to 
what his telephone reports? To carry the 
point further, the question mav he asked 
why public worship could no he dispensed 
with, the minister preaching his sermon in 
his own study and the choir performing in 
an adjoining room ? This would greatly 
decrease church expenses and would con­ 
duce largely to the comfort of individual 
parishioners.

THE KILLING OF JUDGE TEERY. 


T he death of Judge David S. T erry at 
the mouth of the pistol in the hand of a 
representative of the law brought to a fit­ 
ting close a career th at has ended w ith the 
least of public regret. 
I t closed the life 
of a man who had long and unnecessarily 
failed to do the State em inent service by 
embracing, as he m ight have done long 
ago, several first-class opportunities to 
wind up his earthly affairs and close his 
account w ith an outraged public by dying. 
Tcrrv, able and courageous as he was, 
recognized no higher or fitter arbiter of 
personal issues between men than the 
bloody “ code.” 
Invoking violence, he has 
fallen by its weaponry, and to th a t extent 
justified it. 
A ppealing to the arbitram ent 
of arms, he has verified the words of Him 
who spoke as never man spake, “They that 
take the sword shall perish w ith the 
sword.” 
W ith the tragic taking off of 
Judge T erry there disappears from this 
State the last rem nant of the bullying 
chivalry which has sought to terrorize de­ 
cency in California and overawe authority, 
and has crimsoned the eventful annals of 
the Commonwealth w ith the blood of some 
of its best and bravest citizens. 


"David S. Terry represented a profession 
th a t is at once the monument of the sum 
of hum an wisdom, the conservator of equal 
and exact justice, the bulwark and the 
parent of the judicial arm th at alone in­ 
terposes between the rights of men and 
th e strong hand th at would seize upon 
them , and that guarantees to ns the pledges 
o f constitntional liberty. 
B ut he outraged 
th a t exalted profession; he dragged the 
erm ine of the Bench in the dust of the 
street brawl and the wayside contention ; 
he descended from the seat of the chief 
tribunal of the State lo slay its most dis­ 
tinguished political representative of the 
time, and finally reviled, spat upon, threat­ 
ened with death and bullied the judicial 
authority th at he of all men was bound to 
most respect. 
For the jo st rebuke he re­ 
ceived, and for failure to adm inister which 
the tribunal would have fallen beneath 
the contem pt of meu, he assaulted, with 
deliberation and prem editated malignity, 
the venerable chief of the Court, and with 
th e swiftness of unimpeded justice was 
shot down in the very act before his ac­ 
complice could bring arms to aid him. 
Sweet-faced charity bids us speak no ill 
of the d ead ; honest history and common 
justice demand that the truth shall be 
spoken, and that the liviDg shall rest un­ 
der not even the suspicion of reproach 
because of a death that resulted legiti­ 
m ately from the seeking of violence. 
It 
is not necessary in this relation to turn 
back the pages of many years to reveal the 
dom ineering spirit of this overbearing 
man, who in life sought to keep the chiv­ 
alry of an aristocratic idea in the fore­ 
front of the |*olitics of the State, and to 
make its dictates the rules of action for 
the people of California. 
It lias a senti­ 
m ent that had iu sp rin z and origin ¡11 tiiat 
monstrous infamy, hum an slavery, and the 
thought and purpose of which T erry rep­ 
resented and did battle for, even to the 
extent of taking up disloyal arms. 
It 
was th a t sentim ent th at has sought to in­ 
delibly impress its |>olicy upon the poli­ 
tics and society of the State, and that in 
tim e of trial resorted to violence to em ­ 
phasize its estim ate of the chivalrous. 
The same intolerant spirit and haughty 
contem pt for all not of its class, led T erry 
to outrage the ethics of his profession and 
contemptuously conduct him self before a 
tribunal of the people. 
It resulted in his 
incarceration for contem pt aDd sulisequcnt 
indictm ent for offenses. 
Since that day 
the public mind has been uneasy lest this 
man should, in pursuance of his threats 
of vengeance, assault the Justices whose 
interpretation of the law rendered it nec­ 
essary for them to give judgm ent against 
the scandalous claims th a t T erry repre­ 
sented. 
U nfortunately fur 
Terry, but 
fortunately for the pnblic peace and the 
ends of justice, the premonition of the 
public mind was yesterday realized, and 
resulted in th at ^wift retribution being 
visited 11 ¡win the offender, which is neither 
regretted nor deplored. 


In the news columns of the Kkcord- 
U s io s will be found all the essential de­ 
tails of fhe circumstances of the killing of 
D. S. Terry. 
I t will be evident to the 
reader that they really sap the whole case, 
and ‘ th at there is no substantial dispute 
possible concerning the 
facts. 
These 
tru th s we assert without fear of successful 
contradiction, establish the justifiablencss 
of the act of the United States M arshal 
who fired upon and killed Terry. 
W e 
think there will be no dispute auiong 
sensible men that a Federal Circuit Judge, 
o r a Justice of the Supreme Bench, 
passing from one portion of the C ircuit V» 
another in w hich either is required to 
ojtcn a Court and hear causes, and for 


t h e purpose of fully discharging his official 
duties, is w hile en route in the discharge 
of an official function, and constructively 
his Court is open, to the e x u n t th at an 
assault upon him —because of m atters 


l>ending in his Court, or because of judg­ 
ments he has rendered or is to render—is 
an assault upon the Court, and his bailiff 
or marshal detailed to attend the Court, 
or to aid in preserving the order and dig­ 
nity of the Court, has the same rig h t to 
protect him from assault then that he 
would have had the Judge actually reached 
his Court-room. 
But further than this, we hold th at in 
view of the undeniable fact that the Justice 
had knowledge of the fact th at the Terrys» 
man and wife, had sworn to punish him ; 
th at they had indulged in threats against 
him of the m ost, pronounced ch aracter; 
that they had boarded a train on which it 
is probable they knew he had taken pas­ 
sage from one part of his circuit to another 
in his capacity as a m agistrate ; in v ie w of 
the fact T erry sought the first opportunity 
to approach and strike him, and that, too, 
when seated; and in view of the notorious 
fact th a t T erry always went armed—the 
man who shot T erry would have been 
justified in doing so, had he not even been 
commissioned as an officer of the Court. 
H e warned the assailant to desist, and 
’ 
j 
knowing his custom to be to go armed, and 
th at he had threatened the Justice, and 
T erry refusing to restrain his blows, it was 
Nagle’s duty to save life to strike down 
the assailant in the most effectual manner. 
Men who having th e ability to prevent 
m urder, stand by and see it committed, 
may well be held to accountability for 
crim inal negligence. 
B ut in this case it is clear th at m urder 
was intended on the part of th e Terrys- 
One of them ran for her pistol and brought 
it, and would have reached the other’s 
side w ith it in time, had she not been de­ 
tained by strong men a t the door. 
Nagle 
saw this woman depart, and coupling it 
with th e advance of Terrv, knew, as a 
p 
* 
m atter of course, what it meant. 
H e had 
been deputed by the chief law officer of 
the Government—in view of previous as­ 
saults by the Terrys, and their threats and 
display of weapons in Court—to stand 
guard over the Judges and to protect 
them . 
H e acted, therefore, precisely as it 
was proper he should do. 
H ad he been 
less prom pt and vigorous, all the world 
knows th a t not he, but T erry would to-day 
be in custody, and not Terry but the ven­ 
erable Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the U nited States would to-day be in the 
coffin. 


These rem arks have grown too ex­ 
tended for any elaboration of tlje moral of 
the 
tragedy th a t 
culm inated 
in the 
killing of David S. T erry yesterday. 
But we cannot allow the subject to be even 
tem porarily dismissed w ithout calling the 
thought of the reader to contem plation of 
the essential tru th , th a t society is bound 
to protect the Judges of the Courts of the 
laud from violence and the threat of vio­ 
lence ; otherwise the decisions of our 
Courts must conform to the violence threat­ 
ened, and there will be an end of our ju ­ 
dicial system, the third and most valuable 
factor iu the scheme of representative gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Society cannot, therefore, pun­ 
ish, but m ust applaud the man who defends 
the Courts of the people and the Judges of 


those Courts from such violence and threat 
of violence. 
For it m nst be apparent to 
even the dullest intelligence th at all such 
violence is an outrage upon the judicial 
conscience, and therefore involves and puts 
in peril the liberties of the people. 


M rs. E ld ra ch er has been discharged 
from the Napa Insane Asylum because she 
is not and never was insane.

sentations of her husband th at she had lost 
her reason, and it appears th at the Board 
of Exam ination believed him and granted 
the necessary certificate.

counties to have a sane person committed 
to an insane asylum. 
It Is alleged th at if 
one goes before a Board of Exam ination 
and states th a t the person charged has de­ 
veloped insanity, and th at his or her 
denials or claims are thus and so, the 
chances are th at the victim will be com­ 
m itted, for these who conspire to proq 
the certificate invariably seize upon son! 
peculiarity of speech, or some characteris­ 
tic of the victim ’s personality, as the key­ 
note for the 
It is possible, nay 
the evidences artV nndeniable, th at pliysi- 
c’ans sometimes fail Into these trajra with 
perfect innocence of any wrong doing, 
while in other cases.there is reason to be­ 
lieve th at doctors sell themselves to mon­ 
strous schemes of villainy of this order. It 
is certainly true th at there is not sufficient 
rigor in the law concerning exam inations 
for th e insane asylums. 
I t ought to be 
required that public notice be given of the 
charge of insanity, and the intention to 
hold an examination, th a t all the friends 
of the party may enjoy the opportunity of 
¿«•mg present. 
It is probable th at this 
publicity would be a m atter of mortifica­ 
tion to some households, but better th at 
than the seclusion of a single sane person 
in an insane asvlam.

CANADIAN PACIFIC COMPETITION. 


T h e 
I n te r s ta t e L a w 
O p e r a te s A g a in s t 
th e A m e r ic a n R a ilw a y s . 
[San Francisco Post, August 12th.] 
The competition of the C a n a d ia n Pacific 
Railroad with overland lines in the United 
States is attracting much attention. If this 
were fair and equal competition, little 
could be said against it except from patri­ 
otic grounds, but tbe Congress of the 
United States has, by the interstate com­ 
merce law, made the conditions of the 
competition unequal and unfair. 
The advantage which the Canadian Pa­ 
cific has over the lines in the United States 
is a benefit to some portions of this coun­ 
try and an injury to others. Those sections 
whose trade is helped by the-low rates of 
the Canadian Pacific will doubtless strong] v 
favor the continuation of the competition 
under the unequal aud unfair conditions 
under which it is now carried on. Those 
sections of the country which are injured 
will, in all probability, m ake a vigorous 
protest against that clause of the interstate 
commerce law which gives tbe Canadian 
Pacific an advantage over the American 
lines. 
San Francisco is one of the points whose 
trade the Canadian Pacific most seriously 
affects. 
It has beeu shown that this subsi- 
d zed corporation of a foreign Government 
threatens to rob this city of much of its 
commerce with the Orient and the islands 
of the Pacific. To this extent, at least, the 
competition of the Canadian Pacific is 
wholly an injury to the development and 
prosperity cf this city. There is, however, 
another phase of the question which has 
raised a doubt in the m inds of some 
w hether the competition of the Canadian 
Pacific is not a benefit to the trade of San 
.Francisco. The Canadian Pacific offers to 
carry overland freight to and from San 
Francisco at a lower rate than our own can 
do It. 
It is enabled to do this by that provision 
of the interstate commerce law which for­ 
bids the railroads of this country from 
charging more for a short haul than for a 
loDg one under sim ilar conditions. The 
object of this provision in tbe law is to se­ 
cure, if possible, low rates to the local sta­ 
tions on tbe railroads. 
It was thought that 
the railroad companies would be forced to 
m ake low local rates in order to m ake a 
through rate which would enable them to 
secure business. 
A ‘consequence of this 
clause is that through rates have to be 
m aintained at a very m uch higher figure 
than prevailed before tbe passage of the 
interstate commerce law. 
The Canadian 
Pacific, however, is not snbject to this reg­ 
ulation. 
It can, therefore, make a low 
through rate and still m aintain its local 
charges. This is the advantage the com­ 
pany has over the American roads. Con­ 
gress has practically bound the American 
lines hand and foot and left the Canadian 
free to enter the field and carry off the busi­ 
ness w ithout a struggle. 
The qucs’ion now arises w hether this 
unequal compe ition is a benefit tothetrade 
of Han Francisco, 
It m ust be admitted at 
the outset that the merchants of this city 
ere enabled to get cheaper rates on some 
articles on account of it. 
If that were the 
only result it would be an nnm ixed bene­ 
fit. But there is auother side which more 
than offsets this advantage. The Canadian 
Pacific at this time is seriously affecting the 
revenue of the five American lines that 
reach this city. 
In the first place, it has 
taken much of the through business from 
them, and secondly, it has forced down the 
overland rates oil much of the business 
that is left to the American roads. 
Fruit, for instance, which m ust be sent 
by the shortest and speediest route to 
m arket to find a profitable sale, must go by 
one of the American lines, and not by the 
Canadian Pacific. If the Canadian Pacific 
had deprived the American lines of much 
of the overland business it is inevitable 
tbat wbat business is left m ust bear the 
whole bulk of the expenses of the com­ 
pany. It would be impossible to iook for 
a low rate on fruit after the roads had been 
deprived of much of their overland busi­ 
ness and consequently much of tbeir rev­ 
enue. 
Every tiuit-grow er in the Sta’e, 
therefore, is interested in seeing as m uch 
overland business as possible gomg to the 
American roads and not to the Canadian 
Pacific.

KITTY BOWMAN’S BONNET. 


IT CAUSES HEE LOVEE TO EECEIVE 
A KNIFE WOUND. 


T lie ‘ H onest G ra n g e r” an d tlie L -S treet 
S ire n —O scar G lover S tabbed by an 
U nknow n P erso n . 


About half-past eight o'clock last even­ 
ing a young m an who gave his nam e as 
Oscar Glover, assisted by Gougey Welch 
and a man named W illiams, appeared at 
the office of Dr. Sim mons for surgical 
treatm ent. 
H e was bleeding profusely 
from a cut in his left side. The blade that 
indicted the wound was of about the 
w idth of a large pocket-knife or narrow 
dirk. The cut penetrated the wall of the 
abdomen, but it was impossible to deter­ 
m ine w hether or not the intestines had 
been cut. 
. 
Welch said he and W illiams m et Glover 
on Second street, and learning ol his con­ 
dition volunteered to assist him to a sur­ 
geon’s office. 
Captain K archer was telephoned 
for 
w hile Glover's wound was being dressed, 
and he directed officer A rlington to place 
W elch under arrest until the facts of the 
affair could be learned. 
Glover was visited by a R ecobd-Ukios 
reporter, but he refused to talk About the 
affair, beyond stating that he was on 
Third street, between K and L, where 
he 
m et 
three 
men, 
strangers 
to 
him . 
As 
he 
passed 
them 
one 
of 
the 
trio 
quietly poked him 
in the 
ribs, but he continued on his way w ithout 
knowing he was injured, and it was not 
until he reached L street that he discov­ 
ered that be was bleeding profusely. H e 
said he then walked down L street to Sec­ 
ond, where he met W elch and W illiam s. 
Neither the police nor the reporters 
placed any reliance on this slory. 
It was 
evident that Glover had made up his m ind 
to conceal the facts connected w ith the 
cutting, and that nothingcould be got from 
him that would throw any li¿ht on the 
affair. The general opinion was that there 
was a woman in the case. 
Just as a wagon arrived to take the 
wounded man out to the County Hospital, 
Veter Rose, who keeps a saloon on L street, 
between Third and Fourth, came along 
and professed to know som ething of the 
circumstances under which Glover received 
his iDjury. H e said that a woman of the 
{pwn, named K itty Bowman, came into 
his saloon a little after 8 o’clock, in com­ 
pany with an elderly, granger-looking sort 
of a m an, to get a drink. They held a 
brief interview in his back-room and then 
came to the bar. The old m an demanded 
of the fickle K itty a dollar and a half, that 
he had in a mom ent of weakness and while 
under the psychological influence of her 
charm ing (?) presence given to her. She 
refused to part with the lucre, and the 
granger, losing his temper, snatched her 
bonnet from her head and dashed out the 
door. 
Glover was in the saloon atfh e time. H e 
had been known as the friend and com; 
panion of the woman, and as the granger 
disappeared 
through 
the door, Glover 
started after him . 
W bat transpired outside 
nobody seemed to know. Glover did not 
return to the saloon, but a few m inutes af­ 
terward showed up, as first stated, with a 
stab in his side. The natural presumption 
is that he overtook the fleeing countrym an 
somewhere in the vicinity and that the 
latter turned and stabbed him . 
Officer Carroll and a brace of newspaper 
men set out to find the woman who seemed 
to have been the cause of the row. After a 
half-honr’s search she was found at Second 
and L streets. She seemed to be somewhat 
under the influence of liquor, and posi­ 
tively denied any knowledge of the affair, 
and declared she had not been in Rose’s sa­ 
loon during the evening. The officer took 
her to the City Prison, however, where 
Captain K archer ordered her locked up. 
Later she 
was 
taken 
into the office 
and plied with questions, but persisted in 
her story that she had not been in the sa­ 
loon, and had had no dealings with the 
mysterious countrym an. After a while,» 
however, she adm itted all that Rose had 
told, except the presence of Glover, whom 
she declared she had not seen in several 
weeks. 8 he said she occupied Room 21 in 
the old Grand Hotel building at Front and 
K streets—the precise address said to have 
been given by Glover to Captain Karcher. 
NothiDg further could be learned from 
her. She either could not or would not 
give any description of her granger com­ 
panion, and was again locked up to await 
further developments. 
Glover was sent to the County H ospital, 
and the severity of his wound is not yet 
known. 
H e had fest considerable blood, 
but went away smoking a cigarette. He 
was some weeks ago employed on the 
H -streel car line, but since theu has been a 
hanger on of the dives about L street. H e 
has a brother in this city, and his parents 
live in Placer county. 


FAULTY 
LEGISLATION. 


H ut th e P riso n D irecto rs W ill G et T h eir 
M oney J u s t th e Sam e, 
Yesterday afternoon the State Prison Di­ 
rectors—every one present—held a confer­ 
ence in the Governor's office regarding 
prison matters and the settlem ent of the 
controversy which has arisen over a faulty 
appropriation Act, passed by the last Legis­ 
lature. 
A t the last session sn Act was passed 
appropriating $15 000, to be expended on 
the San Quentin Prison, in the following 
way : 
Repairing building and m aking iiu- 
E 
reveniente, etc, $10 000; roofs for cell 
uildir.gs, $4,000; building over lowpr gate 
for guards’ headquarters. $1.000: cement 
for general repairs, $1,000. 
Footing up 
these am ounts makes a total of $16,000, 
w hile the Act says that $15,000 shall be ap­ 
propriated. Tbe Directors were afraid that 
this error m ight render the whole am ount 
unavailable, and hence the conference on 
the m atter. General ilcCom b was present 
at the meeting, us was also Controller 
D unn. It was agreed with the Controller 
that the $1,000 for cement would be thrown 
ont of the matter, and it is now conceded 
that the money can be drawn accoiding to 
law. 


CASE OF VICE VERSA. 


NOT GUILTY. 


A J u ry o f Six C itizens A cquit th e C hinese 
L o ttery A gents. 
A few days ago G. L. Rose, a detective in 
the employ of the Law and Order League, 
went into a Chinese shoe store on Sixth 
street which he had reason to believe w as a 
lottery agency, and told one of the two 
m en in charge that he wanted to purchase 
a lottery ticket. The Chinam an told him to 
take one from a pile of tickets on a table, 
which the officer did, and inquired the 
price thereof. H e was told it was ten cents. 
H e laid down his dime, and the ticbet- 
vender wrote some hieroglyphics on the 
bit of paper and hauded it to the officer. 
The persons running the place were then 
arrested. 
The trial took place yesterday before 
Justice Henry and a jury of six men. 
Deputy District Attorney J. A. Bruner con­ 
ducted the prosecution, and Charles T. 
Jones defended the prisoners. The prose­ 
cution introduced the testimony of the 
officer who purchased the ticket, and also 
of another detective, Edward Conick, who 
was with Rose at the tim e of the purchase. 
A young man named Fields testified to hav­ 
ing purchased a ticket at the same place, 
and a Chinam an was placed on the stand 
who identified the bits of paperas Chinese 
lottery 
thickets, reading therefrom the 
nam e of the firm that conducted the lot­ 
tery. and the date of the drawing. 
The arresting officer was W. W. Cone, of 
the United States Detective Association, 
and while be was on the stand Mr. Jones 
asked him if he had ever been convicted of 
any crime. Cone replied that - he had, 
through misrepresentation. Replying to 
another question, witness said he was a 
deputy under a Galt constable. 
Jones retorted that the witness bad no 
right to make an arrest in this township, 
and defied Gone to arrest any white man 
under sim ilar circumstances. 
Mr. Bruner briefly but clearly reviewed 
the testimony and the law on the subject, 
and argued that a clear case of guilt had 
been established, and concluded by ad* 
monishing tbe jury that they had but one 
duty to perform under the law, and that 
was to return a verdict in accordance with 
tbe faefs shown. 
Mr. Jones held that it had not been 
proven that tbe ticket purchased by Rose 
was a lottery ticket, and scored the detect­ 
ives severely, charging that j they were in 
the habit of employing boys to visit saloons 
in order to convict the keepers thereof of 
selling liquor to minors. 
The audience withdrew and left the 
jnrors to their intelligent deliberations. In 
a few m inutes they arrived at a verdict that 
surprised all who heard the evidence— 
namely, that the defendants were innocent. 


CONSCIENCE-STEICKEN. 


G ordon, th e 
C onvicted 
T raiu -R o b b er, 
H ak es a C lean B re ast o f It. 
A R e c o r d -L 'n io n reporter met J. M. 
Thacker, special officer for W ell, Fargo & 
Co., last night as he was passing through 
the city. In conversation with him it was 
learned that H . L. Gordon—the maD who 
was 
recently 
convicted 
at 
Auburn, 
Placer county, of 
complicity in 
the 
Clipper Gap train robbery on the 24th of 
last December, and sentenced to ten years 
at San Q uentin—had since made a full con­ 
fession of his crime to Mr. Thacker. 
Gor­ 
don says that the job was done by him self 
8nd his brother George. Their purpose 
bad been to rob the express-car on the 
train of the preceding evening, but they 
found that the windows of the car were 
protected by iron bars, and they abandoned 
the idea. 
The next night everything was to their 
liking, and they did the job very neatly. 
They had some iron ladder-rungs made at 
a blacksmith shop in this city, which they 
took with them to A uburn, and constructed 
their rope ladders in a hotel at A uburn. 
They had some sharp-pointed steel hooks 
made to keep tbe ladders from slipping, 
and also took from here a sledge and cold- 
chisel which they had made at Melville’s 
shop on I street, between Fourth and Fifth. 
It will be remembered that m any persons 
scouted the idea of tbe robbers having 
descended from the roof of the car to the 
windows of the side-doors, but Gordon says 
they did by the aid of tbe ladders. 
They divided the plunder at a point about 
a mile and a half from Auburn (some 
$5,000) and separated. Gordon says he was 
Bitting beside the track, this side of New­ 
castle, that night when the special train went 
up with officers True, Burke and Hickey, 
whom he recognized through the lighted 
windows. 
The next night he came to 
Sacramento on a freight train, arriving at 
ten o’clock, and put up at a lodging house 
at Fourth and K streets. H e staid three days 
and then went to Los Angeles, and after­ 
ward to Kansas City, Mo , where he was 
arrested. 
H is brother’s whereabouts are 
not known. 
Gordon says his chief purpose in m aking 
the confession is that he desires to remove 
the last vestige of suspicion—if any rem ains 
— against the honestv and faithfulness 
of express messengers David Johnston and 
Em ery Carpenter, whom some over-hasty 
persons had accused of complicity in the 
crime. H e says that him self and brother 
robbed the Mendocino stage just before the 
train robbery, and that ten years of crime 
has been enough for him .

SEEKING LIGHT, 


T he Fisli aiid G am e C om m ission Going 
a t its W ork C arefully. 
At the meeting of the State Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners, h^fc in 
San Francisco, on Tuesday, tbe following 
statem ent of its purposes, under the recent 
Act of the Legislature, was adopted : 
The Fish Commissioners of the State of 
California are by an Act of the Legislature, 
approved March 16, 1889, charged with the 
duty of im porting into the State various 
game birds for propagation. Among these 
are wild turkeys, prairie chickens, quails, 
pheasants, and other well known game 
birds. For the purposes of the law the 
sum of $2,000 is appropriated by the Legis­ 
lature. to be used by the State Board of 
Fish Commissioners in deirsying the costa 
incidental to said im portation. The birds 
when procured will be distributed through­ 
out the State in such quantities and in such 
localities, as from their best information, 
may to the Board seem proper. 
For the purpose of obtaining this infor­ 
mation, the proper officers of all gun clubs 
and other sporting associations, as well as 
all individuals feeling an interest in tbe 
objects of this scheme to stock the State 
with game birds non-existent here, are re­ 
spectfully invited to correspond with the 
State Board of Fish Commissionets, and 
offer such suggestions as they deem best 
touching any m atters relating to this sub­ 
ject. 
Like suggestions are also invited from 
the press of this and other States, to the 
end that this laudable endeavor of the Leg­ 
islature may be made entirely successful. 
An engineer is to be employed to pre­ 
pare an estim ate of the cost of removing 
the obstructions at Salm on Falls, on the 
American river. 
A nother effort will be made to prevent 
copper m ining companies in the vicinity of 
Valley S p rin g , Calaveras county, from run­ 
ning sulphuric acid into the M okelumne 
river. 


HAS BEEN 
THERE. 


B u rg la r W illiam s P ro v es to be an Oltl 
C onvict. 
Ed. W illiam s, the m an who was canght 
in P. K elly’s house a lew days ago, where 
he attem pted to steal a watch, is now in the 
county jail awaiting trial for burglary. He 
was asked yesterday if ho had not been in 
the State Prison, and he replied that he had 
not. H e was shown a photograph of one 
“ George” W illiams in the police album of 
prisoners, and adm itted that it was hfs. 
The records in the County Clerk's office 
show that on September l,"lH85, this tam e 
George W illiams was convicted in Judge 
Van Fleet's Court of burglary in the sec­ 
ond degree, and sentenced to the Folsom 
Prison for a term ol three years.

Don'S K ill tlie L ady-B ugs by Spraying tlie 
O ran g e T rees. 
N. W . M otherall, State Entomologist, 
called at the R ecord-Union office yester­ 
day and stated that he wished to m ake a 
valuable suggestion to the public. 
“I 
notice,” said he, 
“th at residents 
throughout different parts of your city are 
spraying their orange trees in the endeavor 
to get rid of that dreaded pest, the cottony 
cushion scale. This is the very worst thing 
they can do at this time. It is a well- 
known fact that about a m onth ago the 
A ustralian lady-bug was introduced into 
this city, and from close observation I can 
see that they alone are playing sad havee 
with the cottony cushion scale. 
I have ex­ 
amined orange trees in the yards of several 
of your prom inent residents, and an ex­ 
perienced person can very soon see that 
the lady bug has, in many cases, killed the 
pests on the trees, and they are still keep­ 
ing up their beneficial work. 
“Again, I have noticed that m any are 
yet washing their trees, and are thus driv­ 
ing away and killing the lady-bugs that are 
working on the insects with much better 
effect than the wash does. 
W ith the naked 
eye one can hardly see the pcit destroyer, 
and people generally are not aware of their 
presence. From observations, I can see 
that the lady-bug is at work on almost 
every tree infected with the scale, and it is 
to be hoped that tbe spraying and washing 
process-wili cease and the A ustralian lady- 
bug be given a chance to do her work.”

Competent 
mining experts in Placer county sav that 
there are over two hundred miles of just 
as good m ining ground still unworked in 
that county.

B ushnell. th e thiet an d forger, to 
get possession of w hom he fought the 
C hilean authorities n in e m onths, was su b 
m itted to the Police H oard to-day. 
T he surrender, he says, was unw illingly 
an d grudgingly m ade by th e Chilean a u ­ 
thorities—so m uch so that, being appre. 
hensive of trouble, be called noon the 
A m erican Legation to dem and of th e C hil­ 
ean M inister som e sort o f docum ent, stat 
ing th a t B ushnell was a prisoner, surren 
dered to h im by process of law ; hut th e 
M inister refused to give such a paper as he 
requested. 
B uslm eil was given in to his 
bauds on Ju ly 13th, w ithout a scrap of 
w riting to show an y a u th o rity for holding 
h im . 
T his was ih e entering wedge of 
treachery. 
A receipt for th e surrender was 
dem anded of R eilly, but n o th in g was given 
h im . 
T hey were on board th e steam er Im p e 
rial, one of the largest South A m erican 
coasters. 
A great n u m b er of B ushnell 
friends w ere on board. 
T hey seem ed to b e 
everyw here, and openly advised B ushnell 
to escape, 
lteilly did not lik e th e looks of 
things, and w ent to th e Captain of the 
steam er w ith a request lor protection and 
assistance in holding his prisoner. 
T he 
C aptain said flatly th a t h e w ould n ot have 
B ushnell 
considered 
a prisoner. 
T hat 
w hile on board his sh ip he could go w here 
and do w hatever he pleased. 
E very ofheer 
o f the ship was a friend of th e prisoner's 
too, an d also a t least one passenger—one 
R ick elm an —w ho was apparently tnere for 
th e express purpose of aiding B ushnell to 
escape. 
W herever th e steam er stopped th is m an 
received telegraphic dispatches an d con 
ferred aside w ith th e prisoner. At every 
port, too, B ushnell’s friends cam e aboard 
in droves. 
T hey seemed to fairly overrun 
th e country, and w ere loud in th eir de­ 
m an d s th at he should go w ith them , and 
let the A m erican detersive go hom e alone 
A t T altal, th e last stopping place before 
Iqueque, th e G overnor of th e Province 
cam e on board w ith others and added his 
im p o rtu n ities to B ushnell and extended 
th e hospitality of th e Province to the thief. 
B ushnell, how ever, refused to accept the 
offer. 
A t Iqueque B an, friends of Bush 
n e ll also cam e on board.

R eilly obtained 
from M r. T ru m b u ll, th e A m erican Consul 
there, a m an to help h im look atier the 
prisoner.

oner rem ained apparently Inflexible in his 
determ ination to com e to New Y ork, and 
his friends w ere getting ready to leave th 
steam er. T h e vessel had weighed anchor 
an d was about to proceed w hen B ushnell 
w ent to a closet at th e stern of th e vessel 
on th e m iddle deck. 
Tw o m inutes later, w hen sought, he was 
m issing.

T here w as n o thing left for th e detective 
b u t to p rw eed to th e n ext port.

on a rope w hich h ad been conveniently 
tied to th e flagstaff by one of th e ship 
officers. 
U nder th e overhanging stern was a four- 
oared boat w aiting tor h im , and in to w hich 
h e sprang. 
R eilly had to w ait four days for th e next 
steam er back.

prisoner u n d er th e circum stances was in 
vain, and be turned back hom e em pty- 
handed.
